SCANDINAVIA . . .

The Scandinavians are descended 
from the Vikings, who went around 
with their long red beards and were 
hands at burning down Anglo-Saxon 
villages and carrying off scream¬ 
ing maidens. 

Ever since Denmark, Norway and 
Sweden have been monarchies, proof 
of the popularity of the Scandinav¬ 
ian kings may for some part be 
found in every Scandinavian home, 
where their Royal family framed 
in glass are hung on the wall a- 
mong all the other family portraits. 

Everyone is on Christian-name 
terms with both the king and the 
queen ond everyone knows their 
birthdays by heart. 

Sweden is the largest of the 
Scandinavian countries. It may be 
divided into South, Central, and 
North Sweden. In the fertile South 
live the so called Skaanings, a kind 
of Swedish-speaking Danes; but 
neither Central nor North Sweden 
really want to acknowledge them, 
although they are the nicest people 
in the world. In North Sweden 
Hve the so called Laplanders, a 
small kindly folk who live in tents 
and speak a language barely under¬ 
stood by themselves, which is why 
they hardly ever say anything. They 


are disowned by both Central and 
South Sweden, where they are 
looked upon as a kind of two legged 
reindeer, who live on Dollar tourists 
in the summer, and in the winter 
on the bark of the trees. 

In Central Sweden where the 
capital of the country is situated, 
live the so called Swedes they have 
no choice as no-one will have them 
in either Skaane or Lapland. 

The Swedish girls are called 
flickor and are the cutest in the 
world. 

Norway is the second biggest 
country in Siandinavia, and whoever 
called it The Land of the Midnight 
Sun wasn’t kidding. You just have 
to travel a few thousand kilometres 
up country to have the opportunity 
of sunbathing 24 hours a day. 
Norway is the most sparsely popu¬ 
lated among the Scandinavian 
countries. While Denmark has 94 
inhabitants to every square kilo¬ 
meter, Norway only has at the very 
most a quarter of an inhabitant to 
every mountain. 

. As this last fact implies, Norway 
has a very uneven surface. So 
numerous are the mountains in 
Norway that it has been necessary 
to place some on top of the other 
to make room for them alL In this

way Galdhoppiggen has reached a 
height of 2500 metres becoming 
Norway’s highst mountain which, 
however, will not earn the Norweg¬ 
ian his living, therefore he turns 
to shipping, forestry, mining and 
fishing on a large scale. 

The Norwegian whaling fleet Is 
the biggest in the world and Nor¬ 
wegian whale steaks are regarded 
as the best in the world except by 
the Norwegians, who never had any¬ 
thing else to eat during the war. 

The Norwegian girls are called 
j enter, and are the cutest in the 
world. 

Denmark is the smallest of the 
Scandinavian countries. It is so 
small that all maps of Denmark 
are drawn to a scale of 1,500,000 that 
the country should not appear as 
just a small dot on the paper. 
Denmark can brag of only one 
mountain. It soars 1575 meters 
above sea level at low tide and has 
accordingly with becoming Danish 
modesty been named the Sky 
Mountain. A wonderful view may 
be enjoyed from its top, if you 
stand on a high chair. The biggest 
Danish lake is of such dimensions 
that if you take a dip in it, the 
water level will rise several inches. 
Denmark is an agricultural country. 
The livestock on a Danish farm 
consist, besides the farmer and his 
wife, of one tractor, two horses, 12 
cows and 24 pigs. Farming is 
highly mechanized. Whereas in 
earlier times the farmer milked his 
cows by hanging on to the teats 
while the cow jumped up and down, 
milking is now done entirely by 
machinery.

Parish Worker Arrives At 
Augustana Lutheran 


On January 14, Mr. Roy Baum- 
gart joined the staff of Augustana 
Lutheran Church in downtown Ed¬ 
monton.

Lively 
discussion over a chapter of scrip¬ 
ture and lunch take place every 
Monday noon. Augustana’s ministry 
to the downtown worship communi¬ 
ty has started in a small way. God 
calls us to be Christians not only 
at home, but at our place of work 
too. Mr. Baumgart will assist Pas¬ 
tor Linquist in the development and 
expansion of this ministry to the 
business community. 

A native of Waterloo, Ontario, 
Mr. Baumgart is an employee of 
the Board of American Missions of 
the. Lutheran Church in America. 
In 1962 he graduated from McMas- 
ter University in Hamilton, Ontario. 
Previous to coming to Edmonton he 
served as a parish worker in con¬ 
gregations in London, Ontario and 
Esterhazy, Saskatchewan.
